office of commisioner of loans. Laid 
on the table.

Revenue Bills.—On Monday last, Mr. 


Mallery, from the committee of ways 
and means, reported four bills, which 
were made the order for March 1st. 
The following is a summary of two of 
them : 


Jin act to regulate Inns and Taverns.— 


Section 1 relates to the means of obtain- 
ing license. 


Sect. 2. Any person who shall make 


in his certificate or recommendation an 
untrue statement as to the person ap- 
plying for a license, or as to his house, 
rooms and provision for the accornmo 
dation of guests, shall be liable to in- 
dictment in the proper court for a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction, shall be 
fined in a sum not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars nor less than ten dollars. 


Sect. 5. All petitions for licenses to 


keep an inn shall be filed with the clerk 
of the proper court on or before the 
first day of the term at which such ap- 
plications shall be examined and deter- 
mined upon, and publicly announce the 
same, and they shall have power in 
their discretion, to direct the clerk to 
publish in one or more papers of the 
proper city or county, a list of all such 
applicants, and of their residences, and 
a notice of the day on which such appli- 
cations shall be determined upon, the 
expense of such publication to be paid 
by the treasurer of the proper county.

Sect. 5. Each tavernkeeper to give 


bond with two sureties, conditioned 
that during "the continuance of the 
said license shall not keep a disorderly- 
inn or tavern, nor game himself (or her- 
self, as the case may be) nor suffer any 
person to game in his or her house for 
money, or the value of money, nor vio- 
late the laws made concerning inns or 
taverns, but shall during the said term 
in all things respecting his (or her. as 
the case may be) conduct as an innkee- 
per, use and maintain good order and 
rule, and find and provide good whole- 
some and sufficient lodging, diet and 
entertainment for man, and observe the 
directions of the laws, relating to inns 
and taverns, then this obligation to be 
void, otherwise to be and remain in full 
force and virtue." 


Sect. 6. Sureties may be entered for 


license, when the applicant cannot at- 
tend court in person. 


Sect. 7. Taverns to be kept at no 


other place, nor by any other person, 
than is mentioned in ihe license 


Sect.

Sect. 13. Persons not licensed, who 


shall be convicted of selling vinous or 
spiritous liquors by less measure than 
one quart,to be fined, not exceeding 200 
dollars, and imprisoned not exceeding 
three months.

theatres and circuses may obtain licen- 
ses to sell liquors, paying 75 dollars for 
one bar or counter, and 50 dollars for 
every additional bar. 


Jin act lo increase the. county rates and 


levies for the u&e of the Commonwealth. 
Sect. 1. That the commissioners of 


each and every county of this common- 
wealth be and they are hereby authori- 
sed and required,immediately after the 
passage of this act, and every year 
thereafter, to add to the county rates 
and levies for the use of the common- 
wealth the sum of one mill upon the 
dollar of the adjusted valuation of all 
the real and personal property, persons 
trades and occupations now made tax- 
able by the laws of this commonwealth 
for the purpose of raising county rau;s 
and levies, which said annual sum shall 
be apportioned among the townships, 
wards and districts of each county, and 
collected with and in like manner as 
county rates and levies now are, and be 
subject in all respects to the same regu- 
lations, and the like compensation to 
collectors, and to be paid into the coun- 
ty treasury with the county rates and 
levies. 


Sect. 2. That it shall be the duty of 


the commissioners of each county to 
make out and file with the treasurer of 
the county, a statement showing the ad- 
justed valuation of the real and person- 
al property, persons, trades and occu- 
pations now made taxable as aforesaid, 
with the statement of the sum assessed 
for the use of the commonwealth, with 
the apportionment of the-same, and al- 
so a similar statement shall be made 
out and certified under seal by the com- 
missioners of the county, and trans- 
mitted to the auditor general on or be- 
fore the first day of October in each 
and every year. 


Sect. 3". That it shall be the duty of 


the treasurer of each county on or be- 
fore the first day of December in each 
and every year to furnish to the auditor 
general a statement of the amountj-e- 
ceived by him for the use of the com- 
monwealth in pursuance of this act, 
and settle his accounts with the auditor 
general in the same manner as public 
accounts are now settled, and it shall 
also be the duty of the treasurer of each 
county upon the settlement of his ac- 
count as aforesaid to pay into the state 
treasury the amount so received by him, 
for which the treasurer of the county- 
shall be allowed 
per cent, upon the 


amount so paid by him. 


Sect. 4. That the amount which shall 


be paid into the state treasury by virtue 
of this act shall be vested in the com- 
missioners of the internal improvement 
fund, and applied to the'payment of in- 
terest chargeable upon said fund, and 
the internal improvement fund shall be 
charged with the same, and the school 
fun d shall be credited with the amounts 
so paid, and with the interest at five 
per cent.thereon annually accruing, un- 
til the said school fund shall be suffi- 
cient to produce an annual interest at 
the rate aforesaid of 100,000 dollars, 
and the proceeds of said fund shall then 
be annually distributed and applied to 
the support of common schools in such 
manner as shall be directed by law. . 


Sections 5 and 6 direct that addition- 


al bond shall be entered by county trea- 
surers; and that the .Secretary of the 
Commonwealth shall transmit copies 
of this act to the county commissioners. 


Sect. 6. That it shall be the duty of 


the Secretary of the Commonwealth to 
make out and transmit to the Commis- 
sioner of each county a certified copy 
of this acljor which the usual fees shall 
be allowed to be settled and paid in the 
usual manner.
